City Takes Forward Step in Purchasing Airport Site 


Kinal signing of the deeds for an air- 
port site were made Tuesday, Dec. 21, when 
Stokes Haire, councilman, acquired the ne- 
cessary signatures trom Dewey Weeks and 
John brown and gave them their checks tor 
the property. The 180 acres of land, all 
within tne city limits, cost $11,500 or $64 
per acre. As soon as the check from the 
State Department of Aeronautics is received 
it will halve the cost to $32 per acre since 
the state will pay half the purchase price of 
the land. 

On construction, the city’s cash outlay 
should be negligible and the town even has 
the chance ot defraying part of the cost of 
the land through the construction operation 
if things break their way.
